The war department has signified its 
unwillingness to give up the arsenal as it 1s 
the only post of that kind within 500 miles ot 
Augusta, and is considered one of the_ best 
the government has. It is to be repaired and 
kept up. 

Since the department has so expressed it- 
self Mr. Stephens will not introduce the bill 
for the sale. 

The fast mail was discontinued yesterday 
over the Virginia Midland tothe south but 
the fast mail train continues to leave at half 
past eleven, and the Atlanta mail will come 
that way for the present. It will come down 
the coast and reach Atlanta about six 
hours later than the old = Ajir-Line 
schedule brought it. This is better 
than no fast mail, but a good deal worse thar 
the former schedule.

offenders guilty, before the passage of the act, 
of bigamy and polygamy, orunlawful cohabi 
tution, on such conditions as he shall think 
proper.

Ricumonp, Va., February 15.—The

Mrs. Scoville’s Opinion Concerning Her Brother’s Ap- 
proaching Doom—A Rumor About Mrs. Gar- 
fleld Denied by Herself—A Taik with the 
Man who is tec Handle the Rope. 


Cyuicaco, February 15.—An unpretentious 
marble front, 532 West Monroe street, is the 
home of the Scevilleg family. Mrs. Scoville, 
sister of Guiteau, is the presiding genius of 
the household, and withal an attractive lady 
of ample proportions, pleasant face and evi- 
dently a genial temperament toward those to 
whom she is kindly inclined. Her face is 
ruddy, the eyes deep blue and full of expres- 
sion, and the voice clear and positive. She 
has been pronounced insane, regarded as a 
‘“‘crank,’’ in fact, but not the slightest trace of 
insanity is perceptible in her ordinary con- 
versation. Indeed, she appearsa calm woman. 
Saddened and soured by her experience since 
July last, and the fact that she ie not a raving 
is a matter of surprise. ‘The 
Mrs. Scoville’s existence

the jury knew him to insane, 
firmly believed in his being a crank, even 
going so far as to declare that one of the 
jurors, when about to take his seat during the 
trial, said to another juror, ‘We'll hang this 
crank as an example to other cranks.” 

“Did you look for an acquitta!?”’ asked the 
reporter, 

“No, not an acquittal. The most we hoped 
for was a disagreement of the jury, so that a 
new trial could be had.”’ 

‘What do vou think of Guiteau’s counsel, 
aside from your husband?” 

“T prefer to say nothing on that subject. 
We tried to get Benjamin F. Butler, of Mas- 
sachusetts, but failed.”’ 

“Why did you fail?” 

‘‘T don’t know, but I shall never forget the 
words of General sutler when he_ refused to 
act. Said he, ‘I am grieved, indeed, to de- 
cline to assist any man whose life depends 
upon a trial in a court of justice.’ ’’ 

“What do you imagine Mr. Betler meant 
by that?” 

“Why, he knows, as every other lawyer 
knows, that understands the tricks of justice 
und atrial by jury, that it is not a safe place 
to put a man’s life, even though he be inno- 
cent.”’ 

‘Do you mean that an innocent man 
not receive justice before a jury?” 

‘| mean that the jury in the Guiteau case 
did not render a verdict. according to their be- 
liet, but accoiding to popular demands and 
blood-thirsty public sentiment.”’ 

“Do you think Guiteau will hang on the 
day fixed for the execution?”

“Will he hang at all for the murder of the 
president?” 

“NO.” 

“Your experiences at Washington during 
the trial were scarcely pleasant?” 

“No human tongue can tell the agony J suf- 
fered. It was terrible all the time, and I re- 
turned home with mv nerves shattered. I 
am still suffering, but [ have hope of some- 
thing intervening to” prevent the illegal 
murder of Guiteau. He is crazy now, was at 
the time of the shooting, and has been ali his 
life.”’ 

Mrs. Scoville gave signs of fatigue, and the 
reporter ceased questioning. Miss Fannie Sco- 
ville, the oldest child of Mrs. Scoville, is the 
next prominent figure in the household, and 
she exerts a great intluence over her mother 
She is of medium height, good form, and the 
picture of health. Her face is rather attrac 
tive, and is very expressive when engaged in 
conversation. A pair of gold-bowed  spec- 
tacles hide the eyes, but the writer has had 
occasion. during recent visits to the Scoville 
home to understand now perfectly bright and 
flashing they may become under certain § cir- 
cumstances, principally when the voung lady 
is engaged in her favorite occupation of dis- 
Inissing reporters from the front door. Miss 
Fannie wears her hair in the prevailing bang 
fashion, and the front hair looks peculiar 
from the fact that it is prematurely gray, and 
the owner is probably the last person on earth 
to change its color. She is of a very positive 
temperament, and lates reporters with all the 
strength of her nature! At thesame time 
she possesses a power of fascination really 
wondertiul, while her conversation is brilliant 
and witty, full of pert, forcible expressions. 
“Why do you dislike reporters?” the writer 
asked, during a pleasant hour passed at the 
Scoville home. 

“T don’t dislike reporters as gentlemen,” 
answered Miss Fannie, ‘but because of their 
business. Eversince the shooting this house 
has been in a state of siege with men of your 
professior. Sometimes we have had three of 
them, all at once, standing guard on the front 
stoop. ‘They almost worried my life out for 
atime, but | have got over that.” 

“And you say you can tell a reporter as far 
as you can see one?” 

‘Your experience should convince you of 
that fact without asking me.”’ 

‘How can you tellthem from other peo- 
ple?” 

“T don’t know how I do it, only Ido. They 
come up here so quiet and nice and speak so 
soft and politely, and sympathize with you so 
tenderly, and all the time they are edging 
their way in the front door, and once 
get into the parlor here it is useless to protest. 
They won't go out, no matter what Ll say. 
They'll just take a book from the table and 
begin reading. Of course they act gentle-

No Reprieve. 

New York, February 15.—Prompted by ru- 
mors current in Washington to the esfect that 
Mrs. Garfield bad written to President Arthur 
asking him to reprieve Guiteau, the repre- 
sentative visited the residence of the lady on 
Kuclid avenue te ascertain what foundation, 
ifany, there was for the report. Reaching 
her quiet home about 7 o'clock, I was admit- 
ted into the hall, from which, through 1m 
open door, I discovered the wife ot the 
martyred president surrounded by the 
younger members of the family. She was 
reading aloud to them, and the low, halt- 
mourniul cadence of her voice fell pleasantly 
upon theear. Sending ina card, | was ushered 
into the recéption room. Where Mrs. Gartield 
soon appeared. She was aitired in deep 
mourning Her face, though bright and 
cheering, bore furrowed traces of the terribie 
affliction through which she has passed. Ad- 
vancing, she exiended her hand with cordial 
greeting. An inguiry after her health elicited 
the response thac she was feeling very well, 
and that all the members of the family, jn- 
cluding Grandmother Garfield, were at 
present in excellent physical health. 

“A rumor comes from Washington, Mad- 
ame, that you have written a letter to Presi 
dent Arthur, asking him to reprieve Guiteau. 
Is it true?” 

Her face flushed with a mingled expression 
of surprise and indignation, and she replied 
pmmptly, and with emphasis: ‘Absurd. 
There is nota word of truth in it. I have 
not written to the president at all upon the 
subject.”’ 

‘‘Huw do you suppose the rumor originat- 
a?” 
“IT cannot say. There 
whatever for it, so far as I 
have expressed no wish 
matter, and shall not.’’ 

With this, the recollections of her great 
sorrow seemed to take possession of her heart 
and mind, and she arose and walked to the 
mantel, gazing intently upon some object 
there, evidently forthe purpose of hiding the 
emotions that were plainly visible upon her 
face. 

Not wishing to pursue asubject evidently 
so painful tothe lady any further, the re- 
porter, after a mo.uent’s pause, apologized 
for his intrusion and withdrew. Mrs. Gar- 
field had meanwhile gained that self-posses 
sion which so marked her during the tearful 
ordenl of afew months ago.

Preparing for the End. 

Wasdincton, February 15.—‘'I have been a 
resident of Washington for thirty-two vears,”’ 
said Bob Strong this evening. ‘I was on the 
the capitol for six 
years under French. My brother was the 
contractor for the building of both wings 
ot the capitol. Of late years I have been em- 
ployed at the jail—for the past twelve or thir- 
teen years, Six years at the new jail. -For the 
last ten or twelve years | have been the person 
to adjust the knot and fix the rope at execu- 
tious. Idid it atthe hanging of Bedford and 
Stone, and »ut the rope over Bedford’s head. 
The physician always sugvests as to the ar- 
ranging of tne knot about the neck so that it 
will nut go tuo far back of the ear. I always 
remain on the scaffold until the body is low- 
ered into the colifin. i was considerably 
shocked atthe Stone exhibition, when the 
culprit’s head was cut off as clean as if done 
by asaber. The reason forhis head being 
jerked off was not the length of the fall, but 
Stone had gained flesh, and at the same time 
the muscles of the neck withered away—turn- 
ed to a kind of froth. He weighed 206 pounds 
at the time he was hanged The rope Gui- 
teau will be hanged by is three-quarters of an 
inch in diameter «nd of manilla. Lhe prison- 
er stands on the trap, and after the drup the 
head is supposed to be on a level, or to go just 
below the tloor of the platform. TI always test 
the ropes with a 200 pound sand-bag at a drop 
of seven feet. | talk with Guiteau every day. 
I never have spoken to him directly about his 
comliag death, but he makes fun of it when 
talked toon the subject. His brother paid 
him avisit to-day, and hetold him how 
to dispose of his’ hat and clothes. Some 
of thuse I have seen executed § exhib- 
ited great courage before death. Wood and 
Wright weakened, Wood more than others.

A BUSINESS CRASH 


BURSTS UPON THE SPECULATORS 


OF CHICAGO. 


One of the Most Exciting Days Ever Witnessed on 


"Change—Heavy Depression in all L nes, and 
Prices Tumbling Like Biocks of Lead— 
Course of Ma. ket During the Day. 


Cuicaao, Ill., February 15.—To-day was one 
of the most exciting days ever experienced 
excited and unset- 
tled throughout, anda heavy depression be- 
gan early, and with slight fluctuations, con- 


on ’change. Prices were 


tinued throughout the day. although the 
closing prices were considerably firmer than 
The failure of Kenyon & Co., an 
old and well known firm, involved very 
large interests and caught most of 
heavy operators for greater or less amounts. 
The gentleman who, until recently, has been 
in their confidence and employ, stated that 
he believed they were “‘long’’ from 4,000,000 
to 5,000,000 bushels of wheat. In his opinion 
the greater portion of it was owned for the 
successful Cincinnati clique. The 
decline prevented them from closing 
out when the were eX- 
hausted, or securing remittances to meet 
the drain upon them. Their failure 
was more disastrous and had a greater effect 
on prices, because of being so widely distrib- 
uted among the members of the board. The 
etfect was felt not only in wheat and corn, 
where the major part of their deals were, but

THE COLLAPSE OF SPECULATION, 


The Causes and Effect of the Pending Ventures. 
New York Tribune. 
The and ‘‘pools’’ are smashing. 
(irain and cotton are falling, and the specu- 
lators who have so long defied legitimate in- 
fluences and the laws of trade, are going into 
bankruptcy. It is impossible to fee] much 
sympathy for their loss. They have claimed 
the right to disregard all public interests, as 
well as the private interests of a vast number 
of consumers, in their combination to put up 
the price of products, and with no better 
motive than to make money for themselves. 
If individuals have aright thus to conspire 
against the public welfare, the rest of the 
people have at least the right to rejoice when 
they fail. Under ordinary circumstances the 
— cares nothing forthe strife of specu- 
ators, and is quite indifferent whether either 
set of them makes or loses money. But the 
speculation in products during the past six 
months has done great harm tw the country, 
and to all its legitimate interests and indus- 
tries, and the collapse of this speculation 
will justiy be regarded as a public blessing. 
The main and irresistible cause of the col- 
lapse was the accumulation of unsold stocks. 
High prices brought out immense quantities 
of grain and cotton, as was shown a week ayo. 
Kurope refused to buy, at such prices, and the 
supplies in sight far exceeded the consuming 
power of this country. The speculators were . 
turced either to give up the struggle or to 
carry enormous and surely increasing stocks 
on to the opening of 4 new season, when the 
prospect of ordinary crops would make their 
ruin inevitable and complete. As always

The 
best thing for General Alexander and his 
friends to do now is abandon the idea of issu- 
ing $3,500.000 income bonds. Thestock of the 
Central will be worth more to investors if the 
bonds are not issued. The new bonds, asa 
matter of fact, would not be a lien upon 
the company either for the principal or inter- 
est. In this uncertain condition the security 
would not be sought for as an investment. 
We understand that in view of the doubts 
and uncertainties attending the issue of 
bonds, even admitting their legality, that 
there is astrong probability of a settlement 
of the whole matter. It has been suggested 
that a good solution of the trouble would be 
the payment of such a dividend to the stock- 
holders, at stated times during the year, 
as will satisfy all parties—the divi- 
dend to be conditioned upon the well-known 
capacity of the company to earn it. The 
Chronicle suggests to Colonel Wadley and 
General Alexander to come together upon 
some such basis. Asa preliminary step toa 
settlement, let the steamship directors aban- 
don the issuance of bonds, and, as they con- 
trol the directory of the Central, pay sucha 
dividend as the earnings warrant. This, it 
seems, should be satisfattory to all interests. 
It will enhance the value of the stock and give 
confidence to the public in the safe and wise 
management of the Central. The present 
complications can be readily removed upon 
such basis as herein suggested.

OF A YOUNG GIRL’S UNACCOUNT- 
ABLE INFATUATION. 


Gotturg, the San Francisco W:fe-Murderer, Marries 
one of His Female Admirers in Jail—The Story 
of Her Infatuation for the Felon, and the 
Subsequent Marriage Ceremony. 


San Francisco Chronicle 

“Admit Justice Pennie, Mary E. Willis 
and Mr. Gottung to see George C. Gottung,”’ 
read the passport, signed by thesheriff, which 
was presented at the county jail a little after 
1 o'clock yesterday afternoon and proved an 
open sesame for admittance into the jail. As 
if expecting some one George C. Gottung, the 
wife-slayer, under sentence of ten years’ lim- 
prisonment in the state prison, stuck his 
face through the wicket of cell No. 26, on the 
main corridor, and = glanced expectantly 
around. A moment afterwards the turnkey 
opened the cell door and announced the ar- 
Jival of “some one to see you, Gottung.”’ A 
joyous smile flitted over the murderer’s counte- 
nance as he hastily donned a black coat, ar- 
ranged his necktie and stepped out into the cor- 
ridor, where he was joined by the visitors, who 
stood at the entrance of the corridor. The 
prisoner and Miss Willis exchanged a hasty 
kissof greeting and held a short conversation 
ina subdued tone, after which Miss Willis 
and Justice Pennie consulted the deputy in 
charge in regard to obtaining a private room. 
Cell No. 1, the first on the right of the lower 
tier as one enters the jail, was placed at the 
disposal of the party, who went into its seclu- 
sion and closed the iron door after them, and 
ail was still. 

A few moments afterward the voice of Jus- 
tice Pennie floated out on the stillness 
through the open wicket and fell on the ears 
of the listeners: 

“George C. Gottung, do you take this wo- 
man, Mary E. Willis, to be vour lawfully 
wedded wife?” 

“I do,” came the response from the mur- 
derer’s lips. 

“Mary FE. Willis, do you take this man 
George ©. Gottung. to be your lawfully wedded 
husband?” spoke the justice in a lamb-like 
tone of voice. 

“T do,”’? came Mary's subdued response. 

“Then I pronounce you, George C. Gottung, 
and you, Mary E. Willis, man and wife,’’ con- 
cluded the justice, as the iron door of the cell 
swung open and he made his exit into the 
corridor, followed by the prisoner and _ his 
bride and brother. The new Mrs. Gottung 
and her husband lavished loving caresses upon 
each other for a few moments, and the re- 
sounding smack of a parting kiss was heard 
in the jail as the bridegroom went back to the 
gloominess of cell No. 26, and the bride, in 
company with her brother-in-law and Justice 
Pennie, wended her way down the circuitous 
stairway of the jJailand out into the air ot 
treedom., ~ 

The bride is a prepossessing blonde, the 
daughter of Robert Willis, a well-to-do and 
respectable house and sign painter, residing 
at 1718 Leavenworth street, and has been a 
regular Sunday visitor to the jail since Got- 
tung’s confinement there in June last, going 
in the interest of the fruit and flower mission, 
seeking ‘to reform the hardened criminals, 
and joining her soprano with Gottung’s tenor 
in the hymn “Sweet By-and-by.”’ 

Gottung, the wife siayer and bridegroom, 
isa slender built man with a florid complex- 
ion, bushy red hair and whiskers, and small, 
penetrating and evasive light blue eyes. By 
trade he is a house painter, and was tollowing 
that occupation in June last at 444 Clemen- 
tina street. where he resided with his wife, 
Muarthine Elsie Fredericka Gottung, and their 
infant child. The crime of which he was 
convicted was manslaughter. 

Prior to June last he suspected his wife's 
faithlessness, and on June Y sent her a decoy 
letter purporting to be signed by a butcher 
with whom the husband suspected that she 
was unduly intimate’ The note requested 
the woman to meet the writer at the Atlantic 
beer hall, 308 Francisco street, in the after- 
noon. She kept the appointment, and took 
her infant with her. Upon arriving at the 
rendezvous she was shown into a private 
room, to await the coming of her lover. Soon 
afterwards Gottung, who had tracked his wife 
from their home, arrived, and, forcing his 
Way upstairs, past the landlord of the place 
to where his wife was sitting nursing a baby, 
plunged a dagger into her breast several times 
and tled. The stabs were mortal and the 
poor woman lived but a few hours. Gottung 
was subsequently arrested in the cellar of his 
house, on Clementina street, and an informa- 
tion charging him with murder was laid 
against him in department No, 11 of the su- 
perior court. 

Upon the trial of the case the plea of insan- 
ity was interposed, but without effect, and 
the jury returned a verdict of manslaughter. 
Yesterday was set for the pronouncing of 
judgment upon the prisoner, when Judge 
Freelon sentenced him toten yearsin the 
state prison. In deing so the court reviewed 
the case at length, stating that he could not 
see any mitigating circumstances surrounding 
the crime, and addressed the prisener 
as follows: “i cannot help saying that if, 
When you first neard of these bad courses of 
the poor dead woman you had taken the steps 
Which affection had required you to take, 
tried then to withdraw her from those courses, 

*you might have succeeded; and your waiting 

Without any attempt of that kind, when name 
and time and place and everything had been 
given you, so you could have found out just 
what she was doing and where she was doing 
it, your entire silence for two months or 
more, letting her be subject to all those influ- 
ences, until she became the very bad woman, 
which she undoubtedly did become, has add- 
ed to the enormity of your offense.” 

Miss Willis was present in the court room, 
and when sentence had been passed, went 
rapidly out of the court and over to the coun- 
ty clerk’s office, where she procured the li- 
cense authorizing the binding of herself and 
young life to that of the wife-slayer. She 
gave her age as 24 years, and that of Gottung 
as 31, and his residence at the county jail. 
Having procured the license, Miss Willis pro- 
ceeded at once to the jail in company with 
the magistrate and the homicde’s brother, 
where she was united in marriage to the felon 

f her choice. 

The attachment between the two isa nove] 
as well asastrange one and is alinost unac- 

countable. It is made more strangé when the 
surroundings of their meetings are consider- 
ed. Going to the jail at regular intervals, to 
fawn upon and pet the hardened criminals 
confined therein under the mistaken idea of 
doing good, Miss Willis met the red-handed 
murderer, Gottung, learned his story and be- 
“ame interested in the wretch to such an ex- 
tent thatshe learned to love him, took him 
flowers and fruits, carried his infant child, 
borne to him by the poor woman he so atro- 
ciously murdered, into the gloominess of the 
jail that the father might fondle it, and in 
hundreds of ways made the life of the felon 
bearable. It is needless to say that Gottung 
encouraged the misguided woman’s passion, 
for the act of yesterday is sufticient to show 
that he did. 

A Chronicle reporter visited the prisoner 
yesterday afternoon, and found Gottung pac- 
ing backward and forward in his cell in a 
most uncommuuicative mood. He refused 
to be interviewed in regard to his marriage, 
and told the reporter to go to what the Re- 
vised Edition terms ‘“hades.’’ Capt. Green, 
who was present, asked the prisoner how he 

. ° ae Par ° 
felt, and ne replied: First-rate. I’ve got 
an angel this time, captain, and nota —.”’ 

Justice Pennie, who performed the cere- 
mony, when questioned about the matter, 
was asdumb as an °yster, and if he knew 
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anything about the parties he would’ not 


tell it. 

Mr. Willis, the girl’s father, is very much 
grieved at his daughter's act and cannot ac- 
count for her strange infatuation for the mur- 
derer, but has noticed her growing fondness 
for one of the prisoners at the jail for some 
time past, and made an effort to have her 
kept out. This, however, the jail officials say 
they had no power to do, as the girl always 
behaved herseif while there. 

The marriage it is thought, is void under 
section 673 of the penal code, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“A sentence of imprisonment in a state 
prison for any term less than life, suspends 
all civil rights of the person sentenced, and 


| forfeits all public offices and all private trusts, 


authority or power during such imprison- 
ment.” 

Under thix law it is stated that an effort 
will be made to have the shameful union an- 
nulled. While the prison authorities per- 
mitted the marriage ceremony, it is but just 
to them to add that strict orders were given 
from the sheriff's office that the’ newly mar- 
ried couple should ot be left a minute alone.

Simply that the attacks 
upon local self-government and the aggressive 
movement in the direction of centralization 
were the result, and not the cause, of the war. 
‘‘Has Tur Constitution forgotten the recon- 
“struction acts?’ Not for an instant; nor 
have we forgotten that these acts were the re- 
sult, and not the cause, of the war. 

By referring to its article elsewhere, the 
reader will see that the esteemed Register, 
after admitting that whatever degree of local 
self-government we have lost was lost as a re- 
sult of the war, to make a further 
admission to the effect that the ground lost 
by the south in the war was regained in a 
time of peace. We lost the right of local 
self-government in the war, thé Register says, 
but gained it (in part at least) ‘“‘by devotion 
‘‘to law and persistence in the battle for right, 
‘“‘wrested at the ballot-box from an unwilling, 
‘tyrannical party.’’ Summing up the argu- 
ments of our esteemed contemporary,we find: 

1. That the south went to war in defense of 
local self-government, and failed. 

2. That local self-government still survives. 

3. That the war was fought against the pre- 
tensions of the republican party. 

1, That, as a result of the war, local self- 
government was partially destroyed. 

5. That there was no local sclf-government 
in the southern states for a period of eleven | 
years, except such as the republican party 
permitted to a conquered people and an over- | 
thrown constitution. 

6. That by devotion to law and persistence 
in the battle for right, local self-government 
was peacefully wrested from a tyrannical 
party at the ballot-box. | 

7. That the local self-government 
THe CONSTITUTION now recognizes and enjoys 
is nearly the same which the south emjoyed 
Lefore the war. 

%. Therefore, the war was fought to defend 
local self-government. 

The discussion grows in interest, but we 
submit-that the time is ripe for the esteemed 
News and Courier to come to the rescue of the 
no less esteemed Register.

Most observant people must have noticed 
how very ditlerent the same men appear in 
the capacities of guests and of hosts. It may 
happen that during a visit at a country house 
one may be particularly attracted by a fellow- 
guest. He is genial, cheery and agreeable; he 
is always ready with an appropriate and 
amusing story; he scems to know everybody; 
and he has plenty of those little unkind 
things to say of one’s acquaintance which one 
alwayslikes to hear. He chalfs our host, and 
persuades him to strike out of his programme 
those arrangements for our amusement which 
are likely to be bores: he is the bold man who 
proclaims the wine to be corked, and he is 
ready to act as spokesman for the party that 
want to be let off aftervoon church on Sun- 
day. He evidently knows how everything 
ought to be done, and yet he has the bright, 
cheerful manner of aman who never worries 
himself with eares oranxieties. To our great 
delight he invites us to pay hima visit, and 
we look forward with pleusure to becoming 
the guest of so charming a companion. What 
do we find on arriving at” his hospi- 
table mansion? Where is our lively 
friend? In his place we find an anx- 
jous, careworn, irritable creature, whose 
lookssadly belie him when he asswes us of 
his pleasure at seeing us. When we speak to 


~ him he seems preoccupied, and in the middle 


of one our best stories he gets up to ring the 
bel. He is apparently always listening for 
some unexpected sound, and he looks restless- 
ly hitherand thither. If he sits down, he 
jumps up again immediately and goes to a 
table to write a letter; he stands with his 
back to the firepiace, and he frowns and 
yawns. He spends much of his time in look- 
ing out of the window and poking the fire, ia 
replacing arm-chairs or books that have been 
removed by ruthless guests or in shutting the 
Every now andthen he luoks an xivus- 
ly at his watch, and he is much given to con- 
sulting Bradshaw. It seems difficult to be- 
lieve that this can be the jovial companion 
whose society we enjoyed so much when he 
‘met us in the character of fellow guest. Nor 
‘do the good things he provides for us come up 
to the antimpations which we had formed on 
the streng!h of his crittcisms of those of other 
peuple.

He seems 
ready to take offense on the most absurd pre- 
texts, and if we sucrely remark that it rains.

. wer to please us, but that he really cannot 
, expected to be responsible for the weather. 
When one of our fellow-guests goes away our 
host's remarks are not particularly flattering. 
He describes his departed guest as “ove of 
those sort of fellows who go away and break 
up a party on some trum pery excuse, and 
spoil the whole thing;” and yet le says he is 
wery giad the man 1s gone, because he is such 
an internally bad shot. ‘The cad only cares 
to stay with a duke ora marquess, and he is 
aconceited ass.’’ This does not augurs well for 
the character he may give us when our own 
time of departure shall have arrived. 
‘There are. men, again, whoare very calm 
sad very wise in the houses of others, and 
prhaps so in public affairs, but who ure dis- 
sssingly nervous and flagety at home. They 
always imagining that some one must 
se missed a train, that the riding party has 
aken its way, that it is freezing when we 
Sand to hunt, or thatit is thawing when a 
wating party has been arranged.

Luncheon will be ready at 1:50 punctually, 
sume stress being laid on that alarming ad- 
verb, The carriages will be at the door: at 
2:55—this evidently means “if you are more 
than five minutes late you will never be for- 
given.’ There will be billiards and whist at 
5:50 p. m., andso on. 

A very different man is the host who leaves 
his guests entirely totheir own devices. <A 
host of this Kind generally hasa managing 
wife, who invites the guests, arranges the en- 
tertainments, and settles everything about the 
establishment without consulting or troubling 
her husband in any way. Hosts of this de- 
scription are usually either students, politi- 
clans or men With some professional occupa- 
tion. When they receive you their welcome 
isawarm one, all the more hearty because 
your arrival was unexpected on their part, for 
they probably had no idea that vou had been 
invited to their houses. They are more like 
guests than hostsin their own homes, and 
when they find leisure to leave their private 
dens and associate with their guests they are 
generally very agreeable. Moreover, they 
are perfectly at ease, having nothing what 
ever to do with the worries and = cares 
of household arrangements. During the 
greater part of the day, and sometimes during 
part of the night, they are working hard; so 
when they mix with their guests they come 
for recreation and amusement. Most people 
must have enjoyed pleasant visits at tle 
houses of such men as these, buat in cases of 
this sort a great deal depends upon the hos- 
tess. There are certain things which are not 
always quite what they should be when the 
entire management of a large establishment 
is confined to a lady; and when the pariy isa 
small One the guests are apt to become 4 little 
weary of entertaining themselves.

The open 
winter has had something to do with 
the alarming increase in mortality, but asa 
matter of factthe sanitary condition of the 
city is bad. The Fifth ward is a hot-bed of 
fever in-every deadly form, for which the 
presence of cattle barns in the midst of dense- 
ly populated neighborhoods and the absence 
of adequate sewerage are largely responsible, 
it makes Butfulo people indignant to be told 
that they can no longer claim to have the 
healthiest city im the country, butitis a 
strong truth which cannot be controverted 
that the national board ranks it with the 
most unhealthy cities. The barns referred te 
are maintained by certain distilleries, and 
he cattle are fed on distillery slops. These 
cattle are in such a condition that the stench 
from them is unbearable. They get sick from 
the stuft they are fed on and lie in the thick 
mud. What is done with them is a mystery. 
The sewers get choked with the filth that is 
drained into them from these pens, and when 
heavy rains come the houses.in the wicinity 
become saturated with this foul 
mass, creating an odor that is per- 
ceptible for a long distance. On seme days 
the people ure obliged to close their little 
homes and escape to some place where they 
can breathe untainted air. They dare not 
open their windows for ventilation, for the 
aircomes in laden with poisonous exhala- 
tions. In one block more than 40 persons are 
prostrated at the present time with fevers. 
Qne man has buried two daughters this week, 
and has another awaiting burial. Children 
are dying off dike flies, a number of families 
having lost two, three and four children each. 
One of the sechvols will probably be closed, 
owing to so many of the children being sick. 
The board of health propose to make a secret 
investigation of the cattle pens, and have in- 
structed the health physician te prepare a re- 
port upon the-condition of the city, accom-

The Causes of ite tua lure to Vake Good Time. 
Athens Banner. 
“T see you've been giving the Air-Line a 
raking over jor not hauling Athens freights 
promptly,” said a gentleman to this reporter 


yesterday. 

We meekly assented to the proposition and 
tried to look as innocent as possible. 

“Well, I can tell you some things” about 
that which, perhaps, you don’t know,” said 
he. “The Air-Line has done the best it 
could.” 

We mildly ventured the opinion that 
while it might have been the best, it was not 
avery good ‘best’? for Athens. Then he 
went on to give some facts of which this re- 
porter hitherto was not cognizant and which 
most likely were unknown to the people of 
Athens. 

Our friend proceeded tosay: ‘‘The Air-Line 
has had more business this season than it 
could possibly attend to with dispatch.” 

“Why, then, did it not increase its facili- 
ties?’ we ventured to interpose. 

‘‘Impossible,”’ was the reply. ‘‘Every eflort 
vas made last summer that could be made to 
sive the road increased facilities for doing the 
lurge business that was expected this season. 
Nothing was left undone; every provision 
was made that vigilant foresight considered 
Decess“ry -—— ht 

‘How then ——,”’ we begun. 

“Jll give you some facts that will explain 
what youare guingtoask. The Richmond 
and Danville had contracts out for nine hun- 
dred and seventy-five new cars to be deliver- 
edto them by the first of September. Six 
hundred were ordered from the Tredegar 
works of Richmond, and three hundred and 
seventy-five from other works. Not one of 
these cars was delivered. The car manufacto- 
ries had so many orders that they could not 
keep up with them, and the works which had 
the orders of the Richmond and Danville 
could not build them on account of previous 
orders. They made a total failure. Instead 
of having 975 new cars with which to do the 
fall business, by the first of September, they 
did not have one—and this was by reason of 
no fault or negligence on the part of the com- 
pany. Youcan imagine, perhaps. how such 
afailure in the reception of rolling stock 
would disarrange every planin the freight 
department. 

“Finding that the expected cars were not 
forthcoming, the company tried every con- 
ceivable way to hire cars, but could not do 
it. -The immense business done by all roads 
ke}-t all the rolling seock busy, and there was 
situply no help to be had. 

“If the Richmond and Danville had been 
negligent in the matter the criticisms of the 
Banner would have been just. As it is, they 
made every effort that could be made to do 
the expected business, but from causes outside 
of themselves their plans failed. Don’t you 
see?”’ 

We here stated that we were not aware that 
there had been such a pressure on the car fae- 
tories, or, indeed, sach a pressure on the rail- 
roads. 

“Why,” responded our friend, ‘ihe car 
Works are crowded to death with orders. Col- 
onel Foreacre put in an order for ten new 
engines for the Northeastern road some 
months ago, and there is no telling when 
they will be filled. He fonnd, some time 
ago, that an engine which was ordered by 
another road, was not taken by that road, and 
he at once bought it for the Northeastern. It 
ought to have been received sume time since, 
but has not been. To give you an idea or 
how manufacturers have been pressed, | am 
informed that the Baldwin locomotive works 
have orders ahead for about 2,000 locomotives.

FOREIGN FLASHES, 


The Foreiga Policy of England—Infernal Machines in 
Scotland, ete. 

February 15.—In the house of 
commons this afternoon, on the report on the 
address in reply to the royal speech, Sir 
(Charles Dilke, under secretary for foreign 
affairs, replying to various attacks on the 
foreign policy of the gevernment, denied that 
any French troops had been prepared for em- 
barkation to Egypt. The government, he 
said, still adheres to European concert 
as the means of adjusting foreign diffi- 
culties, and believes that its’ influence 
will be useful in the Egyptian question. He 
denied the existence ot the reported revolt at 
Herat. In regard tothe Jews in Russia, all 
precedent showed that English interference 
in the internal affairs of a foreign country 
would meet with a rebuff, and do more harm 
than good. The statement that there was 
some doubt whether Gladstone would consent 
tu send a representative to the monetary con- 
ference was, he said, premature. The treas- 
ury is still considering the question of the 
appvintment of a delegate. 

The Roman Catholie clergy of the diocese 
of Meath have recommended Patrick Eagan 
as a candidate of the Irish party for the va- 
cancy inthe house of commons from that 
constituency, caused by the resignation of A.
